THE JASPER TRAIL 


The provincial department of public 
works has shown commendable prompt- 
ness in starting work on the completion 
of the road to Jasper Park. Two gangs 
are now at work filling in the thirty mile 
stretch which will provide a continuous 
fair-wearther road from the city to the 
park. 

It will be disappointing to a good many 
tourists and would-be tourists to learn 
that the road cannot be opened for about 
three months. There must be a good deal 
of heavy construction necessary if it will 
take practically the whole summer season 
to complete the grade. Having decided to 
build the road, the Minister would be justi- 
fied in hurrying along the operations, if 
that can be done, by putting on more mien, 
and thus making it available for use dur- 
ing the latter part of the holiday season 


FARMERS IN PROTEST 

Is the farmer demonstration at Kan- 
sas City a revolt or only a bit of tactics? 
The threat that the farmers will refuse to 
back Hoover may be the expression of 
farmer opinion of the candidate; or it may 
be designed to have influence upon the 
delegates when they come to frame the 
party platform. The latter is more likely, 
for the platform, not the candidate, deter- 
mines what the party will stand pledged 
to do should it be returned to power 

The underlying fact is, of course, that 
the farmers of the United States do not 
feel that they have got any proportionate 
benefit from the extraordinarily high tar- 
iff that has been built around the country 
end which they were told would benefit 
them as well as the capitalist and the in- 
dustrial worker. Canadian farmers might 
ponder that fact with advantage when 
they are again invited to vote for a tariff 
policy patterned after the U. S. model. 


A CASE FOR NEGOTIATION 


It ought to be possible to put up a club- 
house on the municipa! golf links in such 
a location that reasonable-minded golfers 
would be satisfied and reasonable-niinded 
property-holders would not object. If that 
could not be done, then one party or the 
other would have ground for complaint if 


a club-house were built anywhere on the
